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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

It is noted that claims 1-31 have been cancelled in the amendment filed

Claim Objections 

The objection to claim 30 (now cancelled) for minor informalities is moot. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

It is noted that claims 5-7, 10-14 and 30-31 have been cancelled. Therefore the 
rejection of claims 5-7, 10-14 and 30-31 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement are moot. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Fei-Fei-Chao on 2/28/2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Abstract : 

The present invention relates to expression control sequences of a vertebrate 
liver fatty acid binding protein (L-FABP) gene that, when operably linked to a reporter 
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(e.g., a heterologous reporter, such as the green fluorescent protein (GFP)), directly 
express the reporter in a fashion that mimics the liver-specific development of the L- 
FABP gene in the vertebrate. A l so d i sc l os e d i s transg e n i c f i sh, such as a transg e n i c 
zobrof i sh, whoso co ll s compr i ses at l east ono gonom i co ll y i ntegrated copy of a 
r e comb i nant construct compr i s i ng such an e xpr e ss i on contro l s e quenc e , op e rab l y 
li nked to a reporter soquonco, so that tho express i on of tho roportor i s li vor co ll spoc i f i c, 
both spat i a ll y and t e mpora ll y dur i ng d e v el opm e nt.

Claim 32. An isolated polynucleotide comprising a chimeric construct comprising 
a liver-specific expression control sequence that modulates expression of a vertebrate 
liver fatty acid binding protein (L-FABP) and wherein said liver-specific expression 
control sequence comprises the nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:1 . compr i s i ng a 
li vor spoc i f i c oxpross i on contro l soquonco; whoro i n sa i d li vor spoc i f i c oxpross i on contro l 
s e qu e nc e compr i s e s th e nuc lei c ac i d s e qu e nc e of SEQ I D NO: 1 ; and wh e r ei n sa i d 
oxpross i on contro l soquonco modu l ates oxpross i on of a vortobrato li vor fatty ac i d 
b i nd i ng prot ei n (L FABP). 



Claim 33. The isolated polynucleotide according to claim 32, wherein said 
po l ynuc l eot i de nucleic acid sequence is isolated from zebrafish. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: SEQ ID 
NO:1 , SEQ ID NO:2 and SEQ ID NO:3 are free of the prior art.
